A LETTER FROM A SOLDIER 

The Wilds of Nowhere 

The Land of Death and Destruction 

Received September 3, 1942. 

Dear Sis: 

In writing this letter to you, I don’t 
know where to start first. So many 
things have happened since last I 
wrote. Well, to begin with, I have 
escaped death at the hand of an en- 
emy in a way so amazing I am still 
in a daze. You remember I told you 
when I knew I was going over, I was 
going over armed with the Bible? ... 
That Bible is the reason I am still 
here and able to write this letter to 
all America... 

Here is the story: My buddy and I 
were sent out on duty with our equip- 
ment in the work I told you before 
was our job. We had just received in- 
formation, the most important for 
weeks, when we were discovered by 
the enemy. I gave my buddy the in- 
formation we had collected, told him 
to beat it with it, prepared myself to 
face them. It was the first time I’d 
been faced with the necessity of 
pointing my gun at a man and blast- 
ing the life from his miserable body. 
I thought fast. Then I said, “Lord, 
it’s Your responsibility now.” My 
buddy had not obeyed my order. He 
had no such scruples. As I reached 
for my carbine, a shot from one of 
them struck me in the breast and 
blasted me down. Thinking I was 
dead, my pal jumped for me, grabbed 
my carbine as well as his own, stood 
astride my body, blasting away with 
both guns. He was blasted to his 
knees with three bullet wounds, but 
when he finished, there was not a 
one of them left. He was amazed 
when I rolled over and tried to get up. 
The force of that bullet had only 
stunned me. Dazedly, I wondered why. 
I pulled that little Bible out of my 
pocket and in utter muteness looked 
at the ugly hole in the cover... It 
had ripped through Genesis, Exodus, 
Leviticus, Numbers, on through the 
Pentateuch, on through the other 
books, Samuel, Kings, Chronicles, 
and kept going. Where do you 
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think it stopped? In the middle of 
Psalm 91, pointing like a finger at 
this verse: “A thousand shall fall at 
thy side, and ten thousand at thy 
right hand, but it shall not come 
nigh thee. Only with thine eyes shalt 
thou behold and see the reward of 
the wicked.” Sis, when I read that 
verse it raised me three feet off the 
ground. I did not know there was 
such a verse in the Bible. I’d been 
reading mostly in the New Testament. 
I read the rest of that chapter—the 
first part was ripped apart. In utter 
humility I said, ‘“‘Thank you, precious 
God,” and felt like a little boy that 
had escaped the mouth of an enemy 
oma... 


When I got my buddy back to the 
post, he said, “Lute (he calls me 
Lute), I’ve had enough. This con- 
vinces me. Come on—I want to get 
right with God, starting right now.” 
He wouldn’t let them tend his wounds. 
He said, “Nothing matters now but 
this.” He stayed on his knees sixteen 
hours with three wounds. His body 
became so numb he couldn’t move it. 
But he would not give up. When the 
Lord finally came in, he moved! That 
soldier went crazy for God. He jumped 
over chairs (I mean boxes). He 
jumped over bunks. He even ran out- 
side and shouted to the whole camp. 

Since I’ve given my heart to God, 
and talk with the boys, hold meetings 
and pray with them, God has given 
me twenty-five souls. Twenty-five of 
my buddies have prayed through and 
come out for God. God even gave me 
my general. It took a long time. He 
was so dignified. But God told me to 
go after him. I stuck on his trail until 
he was grounded and came through. 
The Spirit of God hovered over that 
tent with a sort of glimmering golden 
haze. I tell you, Sis, prayer is going 
to win this war—not guns alone. 
Fervent, agonizing prayer I know is. 
God is bringing them in one by one. 
The whole company will be a com- 
pany of praying men. God has prom- 
ised them to me, given me assurance. 
Think of it, 120 praying men and one 
general in one regiment! When that 
happens this unit will be unconquer- 
able. Pray, Sis. Pray as you never 
prayed before. Tell everyone to pray. 
Tell all America to go to its knees. 

Before each decisive victory any- 
where over here, sometimes for hours, 
sometimes for days, there has been a 
feeling of people praying far away. 
The feeling is so strong, you can 
hear. One of the men, the most stub- 


born of them, sald in the stillness of 
the night, “God! did you hear any- 
thing? Sounded like people praying 
from some distant place. Must be 
hearing things in this dead place.” 

So, pray, everyone. It will have to 
come from afar. No one prays in this 
land of utter desolation. God has 
turned His face away from the horror 
and destruction man has brought on 
himself. 

Again, I plead, tell America to pray! 
This war will not end until nations 
and people have paid in blood and 
tears for thrusting God out of their 
hearts, out of their nations, out of 
their lands. And tell them for God’s 
sake to send Bibles, and more Bibies, 
and more Bibles! A Bible will give 
him the confidence that God is with 
him. I’d like to have this letter broad- 
cast from every radio station in 
America. Try to get it on the air, in 
the papers, in anything that is print- 
ed. Make copies of it. Send it from 
coast to coast. Tell them the Army 
wants prayers and Bibles. 

And you complacent, bridge-play- 
ing, fox-trotting, cocktail-drinking 
mothers, why didn’t you teach your 
sons about God instead of handing 
them a cigarette, a cocktail glass and 
a dance program! Get on your knees 
and ask God to forgive your sins. 
Then pray for the Army—pray, pray, 
pray! And you great, dignified 
preachers! Why didn’t you teach your 
people to pray? To follow God instead 
of standing before them in your silk- 
en robes and reading them a ritual. 
Only atonement for sin can stop the 
shelling, the killing, the murdering. 
Even the shells that come whizzing 
through the air scream only one 
word—‘Atonement!” 

...I could go on, but I am so tired, 
so weary. But in all so happy to see 
them coming to God one by one. So 
tell them to pray, atone for sin, and 
keep praying. And when you send 
things to your boys, send Bibles. They 
want Bibles.

$10,100,000,000; Canada, since 1939, 
$4,814,000,000; Australia, since 1939, 


$1,760,000,000; New Zealand, since 
1939, $319,000,000; South Africa, since 
1939, $541,000,000; Poland, 1933-1939, 
$2,660,000,000; Netherlands, $889,000,- 
000; Belgium, 1933-40, $3,400,000,000; 
Norway, 1936-40, $93,000,000; Yugo- 
slavia, 1938-40, $220,000,000; Greece, 
1937-41, $165,000,000; Czechoslovakia, 
1933-39, $1,500,000,000; conquered 
lands, $1,000,000,000,000. If these gi- 
gantic amounts had been spent in the 
spread of the gospel and charitable 
work, all mankind would have had 
plenty and _ universal brotherhood 
could have almost been established.

One Bible for 200 People 


This is a caption reported through 
The Faithful Word—National Bible 
Society, Scotland. The report reads 
as follows: 

A single Bible was left by a colpor- 
teur in a little village of eastern Po- 
land. Converted through reading it, 
the recipient passed it on to others, 
and two hundred more became be- 
lievers. On revisiting the town some 
years afterwards, the colporteur 
found a group of interested people, 
and they gathered to worship. 

Instead of the customary testi- 
monies by members of the congrega- 
tion, the visitor suggested that verses 
of Scripture should be recited. One 
man arose and inquired: “Perhaps we 
have misunderstood. Did you mean 





verses or chapters?” “Do you mean 
to say that there are people here who 
can recite chapters of the Bible?” the 
colporteur asked in astonishment. 
The villagers had memorized not 
only chapters, but whole books of the 
Bible. Thirteen knew Matthew and 
Luke and half of Genesis. One had 
committed all the Psalms to mem- 
ory. The two hundred villagers to- 
gether knew practically the entire 
Bible. 

The villagers explained: “We must, 
for this copy of the Bible may be lost 
or taken away, and where should we 
get another?” The Book had been 
passed from family to family and had 
become so worn with use that its 
pages were hardly legible. May Po- 
land yet have more such Bibles. 


Languages of Varied Groups 


The United Presbyterian reports 
that the Bureau of Information has 
published the following relative to 
other nationalities in the United 
States: 

English is listed as the mother 
tongue of 93,049,640 of the 118,393,040 
white population. Most of those whose 
mother tongue is other than English 
were foreign born, while others are 
their children brought up where the 
foreign language is the language of 
the home. German is the mother 
tongue of 4,949,780. This is the larg- 
est group of foreign language resi- 
dents of the United States. Other 
groups important because of their 
numbers are: Italian, 3,765,820; Po- 
lish, 2,416,320; Spanish, 1,861,400; 
Yiddish, 1,751,100; French, 1,412,060. 
The Spanish-speaking residents are 
mostly of Mexican origin and are 
concentrated in the Southwestern 
States, while French Canadians and 
Louisianians of French descent ac- 
count for most of those speaking 
French. 

The Census Bureau notes that for- 
eign-born persons declined in num- 
ber in the decade between 1930 and 
1940, and that nearly 53 per cent of 
their children—the second genera- 
tion—report English as their mother 
tongue in 1940, as compared with 
only about 30 per cent 20 years ago 


‘in 1920. Thus it appears that immi- 


grants of a foreign mother tongue are 
less inclined than formerly to use it 
in their homes and thus teach it to 
their children.

Text: Matt. 9:15, “Then shall 
they fast.” 


OME asked Jesus why His disciples 
didn’t fast. Jesus said, “Because 
I am with them. But when I am tak- 
en away, then shall they fast.” In 
Matt. 6:16 Jesus tells how to fast and 
how to look while we are fasting, and 
unless we fast on this order we have 
our reward, says Jesus; but if we fol- 
low His way He makes it plain that 
we will have a reward laid up in 
heaven where there will be no thieves 
nor moths. 

There are certain riches to be had 
that come only through fasting and 
prayer; there are certain victories to 
be won only through prayer and 
fasting; there are certain devils that 
only prayer and fasting will move. 
Mark 9:29, “And he said unto them, 
This kind can come forth by noth- 
ing, but by prayer and fasting.” If 
in your home there is a loved one 
whose heart is hardened by the devil 
and you would like to see him saved, 
go before God in earnest prayer and 
fasting. Jesus said, “This kind can 
come forth by nothing, but by prayer 
and fasting.” Yes, my dear friend, 
Jesus fasted as high as forty days at 
one time. History states He did it in 
order to gain victory over the devil, 
and, thanks be to God, He gained 
that victory, and God anointed Him 
with power to preach the_ gospel. 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me 
for he hath anointed me to preach the 
gospel.” And the people were amazed 
at the gracious words that proceeded 
out of His mouth. 

Many will boast about how fat they 
are, how much they weigh, while 
Jesus testifies of how lean He was 
by fasting. Psalm 109:24, “My knees 
are weak through fasting; and my 
flesh faileth of fatness”—lean in body 
and weak in knees, but strong in the 
Spirit, with gracious words proceeding 
out of His mouth. Would you like to 
be a greater blessing to the cause of 
Christ, but your heart is hard, you 
feel cold and indifferent, can’t pray 
through, don’t enjoy reading the 
blessed Word of God? Well, then, the 
only remedy is a deeper consecration, 
and this will come when you sanctify 
a fast (Joel 2:15), which means set 
aside a certain period of time to fast. 
Don’t make the period too long the 
first time, for in your temptation you 
might break your vow, as there is real 
suffering in fasting. But through the 
suffering of the body the soul is af- 
fected. It is, true when you fast you 
will have the headache and feel weak 
and faint, but it humbles your spirit. 
You will think of Jesus and His suf-

fering; a tear will come in your eyes. 
I get mighty close to heaven in my 
tears. Humble your heart before God 
and He will lift you up. How then 
shall I humble my heart? Like Jesus 
did, in Psalms 35:13, “I humbled my 
soul with fasting.” Through fasting 
and suffering Jesus was humbled and 
learned the lesson of obedience. Heb. 
5:7, 8, “Who in the days of his flesh, 
* * * offered up prayers and suppli- 
cations with strong crying and tears 
unto him that was able to save him 
from death, and was heard in that 
he feared; Though he was a Son, yet 
learned he obedience by the things 
which he suffered.” 

Who will answer the _ roaring 
giant? Who will challenge the flesh? 
Who will dare take upon you the 
ministry of this suffering? Did I hear 
someone say, “Here am I, send me”? 
Go thou and God go with thee and 
bless thee and may you return with 
joy bringing in the sheaves. 

Some will say, “I am waiting for 
God to lay the fast on me,” but these 
seldom ever fast. We have no such 
teaching in the Bible, that God will 
lay a fast on any one. Paul fasted 
often, Jesus fasted at different times, 
and said, “My disciples will fast.” In 
the days of Esther war was declared 
on the Jews. Esther (not God) called 
for a three days’ fast for victory. The 
enemy was hanged on the gallows 
built for a Jew, and peace was de- 
clared in favor of the Jews. Oh, my

dear friends, it does pay to fast and 
pray. 

In the ministry of Jonah many 
thousands were saved because they 
believed the message of God and went 
on their knees in fasting and prayer. 
The king of Nineveh called this fast. 
It lasted three days and nights, but 
it paid. 

In the days of Daniel there were 
many perplexing problems, hard sen- 
tences, dreams, visions, handwriting 
on the wall, prophecies, etc., that 
only a man close to God could com- 
prehend. So this man, Daniel, sepa- 
rated himself from the dainties and 
the drinks of his day that were ques- 
tionable and set his heart to seek 
God by fasting and prayer. This fast 
lasted twenty-one days. The angel of 
God came down and said, “O Daniel, 
I am come to give you skill and under- 
standing”’—a man greatly beloved. 
Do you have perplexing problems? 
Try fasting and prayer. Do you need 
a revival? Try fasting and prayer. 
Would you like to see the war cease? 
Join in the fasting and prayer for the 
coming of Jesus, then it will cease, 
with peace on earth and good will 
toward man. Prayer changes things. 
Well, then, let’s have a change. I 
think a change would help. 

Would you like to have the blessed 
Holy Ghost? Well, fast and pray. The 
first people we have any record of 
fasted about seven days. Under the 
law, from the slaying of the Lamb to 
Pentecost, it was fifty days. Jesus was 
in the grave three days, seen on earth 
forty, and seven would be fifty, so you 
see the one hundred and twenty who 
received the Holy Ghost stayed in 
the upper room fasting and praying 
seven days. 

Paul fasted three days and nights 
and received the blessing. Cornelius 
desired the blessing. He prayed to 
God always and gave much money to 
the needy, but one day he tried fast- 
ing with giving and praying and this 
very day, about three in the after- 
noon, the angel of the Lord came 
down and said, “Cornelius, your 
prayer is heard; send for the preach- 
er.” The preacher came and preached 
@ gospel message. The power fell and 
they received the Holy Ghost, “for 
we heard them speak with tongues.” 
AMEN. 

In one church where I pastored a 
man had been seeking the blessing 
over two years. One Thursday morn- 
ing he decided to fast for the Holy 
Ghost. The following Saturday night 
about eleven-thirty he received the 
blessing.

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Text: Mark 13:33, “Take ye heed, 
watch and pray: for ye know not when 
the time is.” 


HERE is not anything more impor- 

tant nor more desirable for the 
Christian man or woman to be doing to- 
day, than to be on the alert, on guard, 
on the lookout, for deceivers of all kinds 
are seeking to mislead and destroy the 
people of God. 


It does not seem that they work so 
hard with the unsaved as they do with 
the converted, trying to get them to 
change their mode of worship by point- 
ing out to them a more popular way, 
saying they should not give themselves 
to too much impulse of the power of 
God. Paul points out the matter so plain- 
ly when he said the gospel was not 
preached with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom but by power and in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit. And again, “Quench 
not the Spirit, despise not prophesying.” 
The deceivers have their weapons drawn 
and pointed on the holiness people be- 
yond any other class of professed Chris- 
tians today. They are even right among 
us, preaching and claiming they are hol- 
iness and walking after their own perni- 
cious ways; of whom the way of TRUTH 
is (shall be) evil spoken of. 2 Peter 2:2. 
These people will persecute the rest of 
the family of God for having Sunday 
School, Y.P.E. and L.W.W.B. or any 
other helps that are so vital in carrying 
on the work of the church to defray 
expenses, even bringing into the assem- 
bly new and strange doctrines, trying 
to deceive by saying that we are not yet 
standing on the apostles’ doctrine as laid 
down in the Bible. 


Right here I just want to relate an 
incident that occurred in the latter part 
of March, 1942. I conducted a revival 
out in the country with several conver- 
sions and among them a woman from a 
mining camp several miles away was 
converted the first night she came to 
the altar. She was baptized in water on 
Easter Sunday and returned to her home 
rejoicing. She did not have the privilege 
to tarry for the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and after returning to her home, 
the deceiver took advantage of this pre- 
cious child of God and told her if she 
was not baptized in the name of Jesus 
she never would get the Holy Ghost. 
This woman was downhearted and sad, 
but I told her it was just a trick of the 
devil, and that he had many tricks to 
play. In most cases he holds the trump 
card, too; what I mean by this is, he has 
scripture for his arguments, but he does 
not rightly divide the truth.

Jesus in giving His command to His 
disciples in Matt. 28:19, 20, said, “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: and, lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world. Amen.” 

Nowhere in the Bible do we find that 
He ever changed it and the promise is 
to those who will obey and teach others 
to observe the things He commanded, not 
what someone else said. 

It is no wonder Jesus taught His dis- 
ciples to be on the lookout, and to take 
heed that no one would deceive them. 
The Bible tells us that seducing spirits 
would wax worse and worse and iniquity 
should abound and the love of many 
would wax cold. It certainly behooves 
the children of God to be on guard con- 
cerning these false teachers. “Take heed, 
watch and pray.” There is no other place 
in the whole Bible that has any more 
significance of our present day, than 
these words of warning uttcred here by 
our Lord and recorded by St. Mark. 


In Matthew 24:3 His disciples had 
asked Him three very important ques- 
tions. Jesus had just expressed or uttered 
a prophecy concerning the fall of the 
Roman Empire and the destruction of 
the temple, but they went beyond this 
prophecy with their questions, by asking 
Him when this would come to pass, al- 
so His coming and the end of the world. 


The next words from Jesus, after be- 
ing questioned about His prophecy, were, 
“Take heed that no man deceive you, for 
many shall come in my name, saying, I 
am Christ and shall deceive many.” He 
goes on to describe the condition of the 
world as most everybody can see it to- 
day, with wars, and rumors of wars, 
famines, pestilence, earthquakes in di- 
vers places, perplexities of all nations, 
and men’s hearts failing them for fear 
of the things that are coming upon 
them. Jesus says, “All these are the be- 
ginning of sorrows. Then shall they de- 
liver you up to be afflicted, and shall 
kill you.” We read of the afflictions of 
the Jews in the foreign countries, and 
understand in part that some of this 
prophecy is being fulfilled now. 


“But he that shall endure unto the 
end, the same shall be saved,” so you 
see it is the ones who endure who have 
the assurance of the blessings of heaven. 
Watch and pray, watch where you go, 
what you do, and what you say. You

shall give account in the day of judg- 
ment of every idle word that you say. 
Matt. 12:37, “For by thy words thou 
shalt be justified, and by thy words thou 
shalt be condemned.” James 3:2, “If any 
man offend not in word, the same is a 
perfect man.” Watch also the signs of 
the times. Matt. 24:32, ‘When his 
branch is yet tender, and putteth forth 
leaves, ye know that summer is nigh.” 
When we see these things prophesied 
concerning the end coming to pass we 
had better take warning and be ready, 
for Matthew 24:37 says, “But as the days 
of Noe were, so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be.” 

I wonder 1t we see any of these signs 
which denote our Lord’s returning? Eat- 
ing and drinking, do we see any of that 
going on? Yes, I’m sure you do, on every 
hand, and in every nook, on the high- 
ways, and in the homes. There are all 
kinds of pleasures; people must be en- 
tertained, and they are lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God. Self comes first, 
me second, and if any left, I want it. 
This is the attitude of people today. 

So many in the world today are suf- 
fering and need care and comfort of 
shelter and food, many need a mother 
or father’s love, and most of all the pre- 
cious love of Jesus, yet souls are dying 
in want and despair, while the world 
continues to frolic and have fun, dash- 
ing to an eternity not thinking of what 
their future will bring. 

Marrying and giving in marriage, do 
you sce this sign today? Just a few days 
ago I noticed in a weekly newspaper two 
columns of names of those who had ob- 
tained license to wed, the ages given 
ranged from 14 years to 72 years. You 
might say, “What do the ages have to 
do with it?” It is just a sign of the times, 
the older ones are marrying and the 
younger ones are being “given in mar- 
riage.” People are going on so uncon- 
cerned, as though there never would be 
an end, but I declare the end of this 
present age is nearer than most people 
will admit, though they are discouraged 
in many of their undertakings and, as 
we quoted before, men’s hearts are fail- 
ing them for fear of the things that are 
coming upon the earth. 

Of the exact time no one knows; not 
even Jesus Himself, nor the angels in 
heaven. The Father only knows the day 
and the hour, but He has signs for us to 
be guided by. If we watch His signs and 
heed His warning, we will be likened un- 
to the five wise virgins—we’ll be pre- 
pared when He does come. 

He is coming as sure as we live, for I 
see it by the eye of faith and by the 
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signs all around us. There is a catastro- 
phe at hand, for after His coming the 
great tribulation begins. 

In the 34th verse He says, “For the 
Son of man is as a man taking a far 
journey, who left his house and gave 
authority to his servants, and to every 
man his work, and commanded the por- 
ter to watch.” Then in St. John 14:3, 
“And if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself, that where I am there ye 
may be also.” He said He was going, 
and He’s gone, but He also said He’d be 
with us again, and He’s returning in the 
clouds of glory, to catch away all those 
that have kept watch and prepared for 
the journey. 

This promise reminds me of an inci- 
dent concerning my little grandson who 
is three years of age. One time while 
visiting us, he pretended to leave and 
after getting his belongings he started 
for the door. We expressed grief and re- 
gret at his leaving. He saw this and felt 
it, too, so on getting to the door, he 
stopped and called back, “I'll be back.” 
He wanted to go yet moved with com- 
passion before his departure he intended 
to comfort us with these words, “I’ll be 
back.” 

Jesus says, “Let not your heart be 
troubled, ye believe in God, believe also 
in me.” In other words, don’t worry and 
be sorrowful, “I’ll be back.” And He 
would not leave us without a Comforter. 
His Holy Word tells us to comfort one 
another with these words. He will be 
back to gather His people that have been 
watching and praying and are prepared 
to take the flight homeward when the 
signal is given and the last trump is 
sounded, and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first. “Watch ye therefore, for we 
know not the time, at morning, noon, 
or midnight, when He shall come.” 


Before His return there shall be other 
signs that heretofore have not been dis- 
cussed. These signs will be wrought by 
the hands of false christs and false pro- 
phets. “Signs and wonders,” lying won- 
ders the Bible tells us. They will not 
be real, but will be fakes, yet they will 
seduce and deceive many. There will be 
witchcraft, hypnotism, and magics, all 
of which are the work of the devil, pro- 
duced by his demons or people who are 
possessed with demons. 


Jesus said:. “Take heed.” The people 
of God will know the difference. They 
have taken heed and listened to His 
warnings. 

During the tribulation, the sun shall 
be darkened, the moon shall not give her 
light, and the stars will fall. Only God 
can take away the beautiful rays of 
light, because He is the one who created 
them. No devil, magician, or hypnotist 
can ever stop their shining. 

Only once do we ever read of the sun 
refusing to shine, and that was upon our 
suffering Savior when the sacrifice of 
all sacrifices was offered for the sin of 
the world. That terrible scene was wit- 
nessed by many, and the centurion cried 
out, “This was a righteous man.” This 
darkness will come again before His re- 
turn in the clouds of glory, and the 
heaven and the earth shall quake. If you 
are here you can look for Him, for every 
eye shall see Him, and those that pierced 
Him, everyone, will see Jesus; but only 
the pure in heart will see God. 


My dear friends, take warning and 
save your souls today. There is coming a 
day when it will be too late to call on 
God for His mercies. Remember the rich 
man, also the five foolish virgins, and the 
man without the wedding garment. The 
rich man called from below, after judg- 
ment was passed upon him and he was 
reaping his reward. The foolish virgins 
were calling from the outside; they 
hadn’t entered yet, they never did and 
were turned away. The man without 
the wedding garment was speechless, he 
was without an excuse. How often we 
hear folk making excuses, thinking that 
will justify their neglect, but they are 
deceiving themselves, for they are with- 
out an excuse. 


Jesus has commanded the porter to 
keep watch, and He says, “What I say 
unto one, I say unto all, Watch.” As a 
minister of the gospel of the Lord Jesus, 
I am taking heed, and keeping watch; 
praying night and day not to enter into 
temptation. 

Dear reader, are you ready? Can you 
meet these things with a smile. If not, 
there are preparations you had better be 
making. 

I have two sons in the armed forces, 
and two on defense jobs, all are saved 
but one, please pray for all of them.

HE Sunday School is what we 
make it, therefore the responsi- 
bility is on us. We are at least partly 
responsible for the youth of our coun- 
try. They need and must have Chris- 
tian training to be able to cope with 
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the powers of evil of every nature; 
on every turn they must be instruct- 
ed. Our children are confronted with 
much more than you and I were in 
our childhood and if the older feel the 
pressure of evil, the world, flesh and 


the devil, with the light and help we 
enjoy from God, how much greater 
the need of them for our prayers and 
sympathy. Inducements are offered, 
calls are made from every direction, 
“Come this way for pleasure, fun, life; 
no harm here, be natural.” They are 
ambitious and will more readily yield 
to what is offered. They are to be the 


leaders of tomorrow, but in what 
way? 
A Los Angeles judge, who had 


passed sentence on 14,000 youths, said 
that a very small percentage of this 
number had ever entered Sunday 
School, and declared that the Sunday 
School was the mightiest force for 
God in the world. A supreme judge of 
New York, who has sentenced 8,000, 
said a very few of this number had 
ever attended church or Sunday 
School. He stated that he regarded 
the Sunday School the only effective 
means to stem the tide of evil. Society 
carries its heavy burden today for 
lack of religious training. In the face 
of these factors there is a heavy re- 
sponsibility on us. So to see a change 
for better conditions, and actually ex- 
perience a shaking up, every unit in 
the school must pledge full fighting 
force, drilled and armed, marching 
with courage, sounding the alarm 
loud and long. You can’t say, “We 
are not ready, not equipped, not 
strong enough,” or make any excuse, 
for if you know God, action only is 
needed, interest and moving. Count 
yourself one of the army, fill your 
place. There’s no sex distinction in 
this drive—all are workers together 
with God. Even a child can train and 
instruct. Thousands will follow if we 
will lead the march. 

This little incident will illustrate 
an easy and successful method that 
will work wonders if you don’t wait 
too long. A noted judge sentenced to 
jail a nice looking young man in his 
teens. A librarian was standing by 
who knew the boy and what he had 
always been accustomed to reading, 
so he pled with the judge to stay the 
sentence provided that the boy would 
change his whole course of reading 
matter for a few weeks. The boy 
gladly accepted the proposition and 
it changed his whole course of life. 

Atheism covers the earth today and 
trouble is everywhere because they 
don’t know God. They don’t want to 
know Him. They are educating their 
child and your child against God and 
right. It will take greater interest and 
self-denial to carry over—hindrances 
will banish and the job will be easier. 
Many regrets will be forthcoming if 
we do not do our best. Our enemies 
educate their spies and saboteurs in 
our language to carry on their de- 
structive work, but right instruction 
will win.

HE CLOCK struck 11 o’clock 

November 11, 1918. Proof: Isaiah 
prophesied over 2,600 years ago that 
Jerusalem would be taken by air- 
planes. Isa. 31:5. Jerusalem was held 
by the Arabs. General Allenby, of the 
British Air Force, came over Jerusa- 
lem and when the Arabs saw the 
planes as large birds flying, and 
someone said, “Allenby is coming,” 
(the Arabian word for “God” is 
“Allah”) they surrendered without a 
shot fired or the loss of a life. Seven 
days later the Armistice was signed, 
on the eleventh month, eleventh day, 
at 11 o’clock. God’s plan was accom- 
plished and the war was ended. Since 
then we have been living in the be- 
ginning of sorrows. Matt. 24:8. There 
has been greater famines, pestilences, 
and earthquakes than ever before 
1914. The world has witnessed the 
worst war, the most destructive 
earthquake, the most appalling pesti- 
lence, the most extensive famine ever 
known. 


The signs of the times are fulfilling 
swiftly before our eyes. Jesus said 
when you see these things coming to 
pass, know that it is near, even at the 
door. Matt. 24:33. The signs are: 1. 
Treasures laid up for the last days. 
2. Labor trouble, strikes. James 5:4. 
3. Knowledge increased. Dan. 12:4. 
The wonderful invention of the radio, 
television, electricity, modern ma- 
chinery. 4. Speed. The rapid transit 
of Nahum 12:4, the auto, airplanes, 
trains, and ocean liners. 5. Talking 
peace and preparing for war. Micah 
4:1-3; Joel 3:9,10. 6. Calamities, 
earthquakes, famines, pestilence, 
fearful sights. Luke 21:11. Hurricanes, 
floods, tidal waves, tornadoes, dust 
storms, droughts, heat waves. 7. Dis- 
tress of nations. There is distress all 
over the world today. Luke 21:25. 8. 
Men’s hearts failing them for fear. 
Luke 21:20. There are more suicides 
and people dying from heart trouble 
than ever before. 9. Immorality. 2 
Tim. 3:15. 10. Love waxing cold. 
Matt. 24:12. 11. A great falling away. 
2 Thess. 2:3. Saints backsliding, empty 
churches. 12. Scoffers. 2 Peter 2:3, 4. 
13. The gospel preached to every na- 
tion. Matt. 24:14. At the end of 1937 
the gospel had been preached in 714 
languages, in 385 countries and 
islands. 14. The parable of the fig 
tree. Mark 13:28,29. The Jew is God’s 
timepiece and they are returning to 
Palestine by the hundreds, through 
persecution, and they are making 
plans to build their temples. 15. The 
Roman Empire will be revived. Dan. 
2. Image with legs and feet of iron 
.and clay. Dan. 7. The fourth beast 
with ten horns and iron teeth was 
‘Rome. Rev. 13. John looking back saw 
Rome, the first beast, with seven 
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heads and ten horns. One head was 
wounded unto death and healed. The 
Roman Empire has declined but will 
be healed and revived and the anti- 
christ will come out of the Roman 
Empire. The war today is reviving 
the Roman Empire. We see it before 
our eyes and when God’s plan is ac- 
complished, like the first World War, 
this war will cease. 


Christ will appear in the sky like a 
great magnet and the rapture wiil 
take place. The dead in Christ will 
rise first and we that are alive and 
remain will be caught up to meet the 
Lord in the air. 1 Thess. 4:13-18. It 
will happen in the twinkling of an 
eye. 1 Cor. 15:42. The Holy Ghost will 
be taken out of the world when the 
rapture takes place. 2 Thess. 2:7. 
Then the antichrist, the man of sin, 
will be revealed, 2 Thess. 2:3, and the 
great tribulation will begin. Matt. 
24:21. The antichrist will make a 
covenant with the Jews for seven 
years and break it in three and a half 
years. Dan. 9:27. Then he will exalt 
himself above God and will sit upon 
the throne as God, showing himself 
as God. 2 Thess. 2:4. There will be a 
great image made and he will cause 
the people to worship it and all that 
will not worship it will be killed. Rev. 
13:14,15. He will compel every one to 
take the mark of the beast, which is 
not a national mark but a universal 
mark. It is the number of a man and 
his number is 666. Rev. 13:18. The 
seven seals will be broken. Rev. 6, 7, 
8. The seven trumpets sound. Rev. 
8:6-11:15. The seven plagues. Rev. 15. 
The seven vials. Rev. 16. Hailstones 
will fall the size of a talent, ninety 
pounds. The Battle of Armageddon 
will be fought, Rev. 16:16, in the Val- 
ley of Jehoshaphat or Megiddo, north- 
east of Jerusalem.

The return of Christ 
is mentioned 318 times in 260 chap- 
ters in the Bible. The word “millen- 
nium” is not mentioned in the Bible 
but it means 1,000 years. One thou- 
sand years is mentioned six times in 
Rev. 20. There are two general res- 
urrections. The first takes place at 


the rapture when the just or dead 
in Christ will be raised. The second 
takes places at the end of the 
millennial reign of 1,000 years, when 
the white throne judgment will 
be set up and the wicked dead will be 
raised. Rev. 20. When Christ comes 
back to earth He will sit upon the 
throne of His father David, Luke 
1:32, and we the saints shall be kings 
and priests and shall reign on the 
earth, Rev. 5:10, with Christ a thou- 
sand years. Rev. 20:4. After the white 
throne judgment death and hell and 
whosoever is not found in the book 
of life are cast into the lake of 
fire. A new heaven and new earth are 
created, Isa. 65:17; Rev. 21:1, where 
dwelleth righteousness for ever and 
ever.

Text: Luke 10:39,40, “Mary 
sat at Jesus’ feet, and heard his word. 
But Martha was cumbered about much 
serving.” 


Jesus and His disciples were on their 
way to Jerusalem. They had come 
from the province of Galilee in the north- 
ern region of Palestine, through Samaria, 
the central province, and to Judea. They 
were on their way to attend the Feast of 
Dedication. They approached the city 
from the east but before entering they 
stopped at a little village called Bethany. 
This little village, located on the eastern 
slope of the Mount of Olives, was a place 
that Jesus loved. The name of this place 
is forever interwoven in the tapestry of 
the gospel narrative. This little town 
was the home of some of the dearest 
friends of Jesus of Nazareth — Mary, 
Martha, and Lazarus—a home where He 
was often a welcome and beloved guest. 
Recent visitors to Palestine tell us that 
today Bethany is a small Arabic village, 
not overly clean, with poverty-stricken, 
tumbledown homes. In New Testament 
times, however, Bethany must have been 
a charming village, sequestered, cozy, 
and attractive. There was the home of a 
family in seemingly easy circumstances, 
whose hospitality provided a haven of 
refuge for Jesus, a place where He could 
relax and rejoice, a place of privacy from 
the throngs of hungry souls and broken 
bodies who followed Him everywhere, 
and from the angry mobs who constant- 
ly dogged His footsteps. 

Let us look a little more closely at 
this home. There were two sisters and a 
brother. We always think of Martha as 
the head of the house. She was capable, 
efficient, and forehanded, tock pride in 
the meals that she served. Martha was 
busy and hurried, serving this friend 
divine. Her heart was upon serving, to 
have a very sumptuous and splendid en- 
tertainment according to the fashion of 
the day. Her time was taken up with 
cleaning the cups and platters, and bring- 
ing in the bread and the wine. She was 
careful, anxious and fretting in thought 
and even in her words. She had no time 
to be learning for she was busy “serving” 
the Lord. Martha was “cumbered with 
much serving.” Martha was “troubled 
about things”’—those “things” that 
would perish and pass with using; she 
had lost her sensitiveness to spiritual 
influences and impulses. 


Mary’s affections, however, were dif- 
ferent. Her place in the gospel narrative 
is lofty and luminous, and certainly for 
good reasons. Jesus always seemed con- 
scious of His great mission to preach 
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the gospel and though perhaps He was 
seeking quietude and rest, He was even 
willing and eager to preach and teach 
those who were desirous of listening and 
learning. It seemed to matter little 
whether His audience was just one or a 
great multitude. This opportunity, this 
gift placed in the hands of Mary, she 
would use and not cast aside. She solemn- 
ly took her place at the feet of Jesus and 
listened to His words. Mary was quiet 
and peaceful, learning to love and to 
live. She was hearing the Master’s pre- 
cepts and letting Him give to her of 
His eternal riches. She seemed to sense 
and hunger for the reality of Paul’s ex- 
hortation: Phil. 5:2, “Let this mind be 
in you, which was also in Christ Jesus.” 
What better place than at the feet of 
Jesus could she find to satisfy such a 
desire? 


This brief episode in the lives of the 
two sisters of Bethany, recorded in Luke 
10:38-42, constitutes one of the short- 
est short stories in literature. There are 
but five verses, only 114 words, yet the 
story is complete. Truly these words 
were inspired, the work of the Great 
Artist, God Himself. It is as though an 
accomplished painter with a few sure, 
strong strokes of his brush dipped in 
vivid colors, painted this picture upon 
our minds. Martha was the victim of 
things; it happened in Bethany and it is 
happening everywhere today. Things: 
pots, pans, books, lessons, customs, 
clothes, talk, houses, lands, money and 
friends, have become masters instead of 
servants to man, ever forgetting the 
words of Jesus, “But seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his righteousness; 
and all these things shall be added unto 
you.” Matt. 6:33. Our world is troubled 
about many things, darkening shadows 
fall thick and fast about us. But mothers, 
fathers, sisters, brothers, tossing on an 
endless sea.of worry and care, there is a 
refuge for your troubled soul. Jesus waits 
with outstretched arms to welcome all 
who will come to Him, sit at His feet 
and listen to His words. Can you hear 
once again those blessed words of com- 
fort, ““Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest,” Matt. 11:28? words that have 
echoed and re-echoed down through the 
centuries with the same warmth with 
which they were first spoken. They were 
indeed words of good news and glad tid- 
ings—the charter of Christian comfort. 
Sad and lonely men and women wistful- 
ly waiting for a word of hope in the 
hard places of life during twenty cen- 
turies have sat at the feet of Jesus and 
listened to His words with glad surprise 





and joyous acceptance. This place of 
refuge has lighted bright tapers in un- 
told millions of darkened hearts. He of- 
fers rest—not ease or a hallowed feeling 
that may come over one in church, but 
repose of a heart set deep in God be- 
cause he has been with Jesus. 


Do we labor with serving, striving 
to possess “things,” and toil for that 
which perishes, neglecting the one thing 
needful? or have we chosen that good 
part which shall not be taken from us? 
Does not the voice of Jesus gently chid- 
ing, “Martha, Martha,” chide us, too? 
It should and it will if we are sensitive 
to spiritual influences, impulses, and 
aspirations. “Things” matter little; what 
happens to us is not so important as how 
we conduct ourselves when it happens. 
Service is good when He asks it and la- 
bor has its place, but there is one thing 
better—sitting at His feet. There is the 
place He can prepare us for service. There 
is so much He would tell us, truths that 
are precious and deep, that we can 
keep and treasure in our hearts and 
minds, yet give lavishly away in being 
a blessing to others.

N this scripture we see a lawyer full 
of self-pride and self-sufficiency. 

He approached the Master, who is all 
wisdom and all light, and he ap- 
proached Him in a sarcastic way to 
entangle Him in His words.
